the leading agricultural colleges now. 
As a rule, the number in the en- 
tering class who have elected agricul- 
ture shows a marked increase, often 
far in advance of -Qrevions year*. The 
University of Illinois, for example, re- 
ports 130 agricultural students ia Its en- 
tering class as compared with 138 in 
th'e whole college of agriculture two 
years ago; Ixwa Agricultural college 
entered 155 .as compared with 128 last 
yeai", Massachusetts, 78; Michigan, 42 
in the freshman aud G in the. snbfresb- 
man classes; Missouri. CO as compared 
with 44, last ^-year; Ohio, 45; Texas, 
60 as compared ivith 18 last year. The 
above figures apply to students in the 
entering classes who have elected the 
four rear courses in agriculture and 
horticulture, 
. Other college* report a marked .in- 
crease invtb.e'.latal number of Agricul- 
tural: students.... At CprneU university 
the number hns-increased about 30 per 
cent, mtking the tptort 175; at the Als.;

erations in all the high grade oil fields. 
In fact, it may be said that new work 
is at a standstill in all sections of the 
United States, outside of Oklahoma.

That section of the 
country is flooded with oil men, and 
fabulous prices are ask^d for leases; 
close to the new oil field. The oil 
is found in the Clinton limestone at a 
depth of about 1,110 feet.

The weather conditions 
this fall 


and -winter have been exceptionally; 
good for operations outside the scar- 
city of water, and now all that is 
needed to make operations boom is 
better prices for the crude product. 
As to this feature of the trade the oil

new pipe line into the Kansas terri- 
tory will bring that oil in djrect com- 
petition with the product of the Tren- 
ton rock and older Eastern fields, and 
cause a further decline in the taarket 
while others claim that there are no 
conditions to -warrant a drop in the

So far as the oil properties ?c 


the Trenton rock field are concerned 
they are ail in fine shape to withstand 
a hard winter, as oil men commenced 
to prepare for it early in the fall. The 
production is holding up remarkably 
well. 


The Kansas, Indian Territory and 


Oklahoma fields now have a dally pro- 
duction of 23,020 barrels, while ths 
consusnptiCSi Is 3,079 barrels, leaving 
a surplus of 17,941 barret*, a day to 
go into the stock tasks. The Kansas 
end of the field to the present time 
does not amount to much, as the big 
wells are being found in the Indian 
Territory and Oklahoma. The Ken- 
tucky field Is another that will bear 
watching. 


A report came of the finding of a 


strip oE territory m the.Pecos Valley, 
near Carlsbad, in the 
southeastern 


part uf New Mexico, that measures 30 
miles in length aiiu sis miles in width 
that is rich in oi! of a good gravity. 
The oil was discovered by ranchmen' 
while boring for water. There is great 
Excitement there, but being so locat- 
ed, there will be no outlet for the 
product for some time to come. The 
wells, with their initial production, 
completed m the high grade fields for 
the week were divided as follows:

production of 2,755 barrels, or an av- 
erage of better than 1BO barrels to 
the well. Randolph and Adams coun- 
ties ooth had a 100 barrel well each, 
while Jay county had one good for 
250 barrels. The Indiana field is be- 
ing extended, as many leases are be- 
ing taken in Henry, Wayne and Ham- 
ilton counties, and much test wurK 
will be done before spring. The Gib- 
son county field in the southwestern 
part of the state shows but little oil, 
but plenty of gas. The wells of the 
state were divided among the different 
counties as follows:
